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Preface 

THIS  volume  is  issued  by  Tlie  Ohio  State  University  Association,  an  organization  of 
alumni  and  former  students  of  the  University.  As  it  is  a  publication  of  the 
Association  and  not  of  the  University,  it  contains  the  names  of  members  of  the 
Association  only,  and  is,  therefore,  neither  a  complete  alunmi  directory  nor  a  roster 
of  ex-students  of  the  University. 

It  comprises  a  Who's  Who  in  the  Ohio  State  University  Association,  a  classified 
Geographical  Index  of  the  members,  together  with  a  Mercantile  and  Professional 
Directory. 

As  far  as  is  known,  this  is  the  first  publication  of  its  kind  that  has  ever  been 
issued  by  2uiy  alumni  and  ex-student  organization.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  an 
effective  means  by  which  Ohio  State  men  and  women  will  be  able  to  serve  each  other. 
The  idea  of  this  publication  originated  with  the  President  of  the  Association,  Ralph  D. 
Mershon,  and  his  plan  has  been  largely  carried  out  in  the  delsiil  of  this  book. 

The  dates  of  degrees  and  years  of  attendance  at  the  University  have  been  verified 
with  the  University  records.  All  undergraduate  honors  and  membershif>s  in  under- 
graduate organizations  have  been  omitted,  with  the  exception  of  the  National  Greek 
Letter  Fraternities.  The  business  address  rather  than  the  house  address  has  been  given 
wherever  possible. 

The  problem  of  classification  in  the  Mercantile  Directory  has  been  a  difficult  one 
in  many  instances  on  accoimt  of  the  meagre  information  furnished  by  the  individuak 
concerned.  An  effort  has  been  made  in  this  first  edition  to  classify  each  person  under 
as  memy  classifications  as  seemed  advisable  without  charge   for  extra  classification. 

The  lists  were  closed  March  1st.  All  persons,  members  of  the  Association,  who 
did  not  return  their  Who's  Who  blanks  before  that  date  are  listed  in  a  supplementary 
alphabetical  list   following   the   Who's   Who. 

This  Who's  Who  volume  will  be  published  as  an  extra  number  of  the  Ohio  State 
University  Quarterly,  and  wiD  be  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Association  and  to  all 
subscribers    to    the    Quarterly.
